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High-flying Stingers launch season with annual cage tourney 


The 2000-'01 Concordia Stingers are a young basketball team with high expectations this 
season. 

“We should be competing for a conference championship if things come together as we 
hope,” says head coach John Dore, who is in his 12th year at the helm of the Stingers. “There’s no 
telling how far we can go. A national championship is not an unrealistic goal, but we have a lot of 
work to do to get to that level.” 

The spirited bunch will launch its 2000-’01 campaign this Friday with the annual Nike 
Concordia men’s basketball tournament. The UPEI Panthers, RMC Paladins and the Ottawa Gee- 
Gees will challenge the Stingers for the tournament championship. 

This year the Stingers will be young — entering the season no one on the team has played 
nore than two years at the CIAU level. Ability and enthusiasm will make up for experience. 

“We are extremely athletic,” Dore says. “We play a full-court game and we use our athleti- 
cism. Over the last few years we have been one of the top scoring teams in the country and we will 
continue to be. We’re an exciting team to watch. We play the kind of basketball fans like: to watch. A 
bunch of our guys this year can really play above the rim.” 

Leading the way this season will be Eric Zulu, who plays both guard positions. He was the 
leading scorer in the CIAU last season with 23.5 points a game. Dore says Zulu is dangerous 
because of both his athleticism and his ability to shoot the three-pointers. 

Wayne Alexander is the heart and soul of the Stingers. He can play power forward, point 
guard and every position in between. He was the outstanding defensive player in the Quebec con- 
ference last year and the Stingers’ team MVP. 

“We depend on his leadership — on and off the court,” says Dore. 

Another key veteran is centre Real Kitieu. At six-foot-nine, 245 pounds he is a force to reckon 
with. He has the ability to dominate games. It’s not unusual for him to have 12 blocks in a game. 

“Real was probably the leading shot blocker in the country last year,” says Dore. “And this 
year we expect a lot more consistency from him at the offensive end of the court.” 

Rookies to keep and eye on include James Aubourg, an Industrial Engineering student from 
Lemoyne, Que. He’s a six-foot-two forward who can play inside and out. Also, expect to see good 
things from Frederic Fraser, a six-foot-six centre who is majoring in Political Science. 

The Stingers finished with a 20-13 win-loss record overall in 1999-2000. In the QSSF, the 
team finished in first place with a 13-7 record and won the Quebec championship in a best of three 
series with the McGill Redmen.
